OJ1E interesting tales of the rinff 1

W hae appeared from the type-- J !

writer of Otto Flow, a Denver
sport-- writer, but Otto occasionally
makes a mistake, Just like the rest ol
us. In a recent issue of the Denvt
Post, the following head appears over
one of Flte's articles: "Biting Re-
mark Cast by Tommy Ryan to "Kid"
McCoy 20 years ago cost him the

crown." The point of the
tale is that Ryan, when McCoy was ais
sparring partner, chucked the young-
ster a quarter and told him to buy him-
self some "coffee and sinkers," while
Ryan, himself, put up at a'cood hotel.
McCoy, according to r'loto. then decided
on revenge and got it at Maspeth n
MS, when he stopped Ryan in 15
raands.

According to Floto s tale, McCoy was
quite a. little hero, but the real facts are
hot quite so much to his credit. In
fact, the whole deal is a blot on ring
annals. I happen to know the facta
as, in writing the life history of Ryan
a few years ago, I had to delve into
the old newspaper files, scrapbooks
and old letter files to get the facts.

Ryan IVasnt Gentle.
As I got the story, the real trouble

betweem Ryan and McCoy was that
TonsstSr was rathfer hard on McCoy
wfceB that youngster was his sparring
partner. Ryan was never very gentle
with his sparring partners and I have
bo doubt that this was the real, source
of the trouble.

Now to get down to the Ryan-McC-

battle. McCoy went over to England
in 1S95 and in the spring of 1896 he
again apeared in New York. Ryan,
though weighing only 141 pounds at
the time, was the cham-
pion and was living in Syracuse, N. X.

What McCoy lleally 'Wrote--
Floto gives what purports to be "the

gist" of a letter written by McCoy to
Ryan. In this supposed letter Is the
sentence: "I know that I haven't got
a chance with you so I'll agree to flop
whenever you want me to." But that
is not what McCoy wrote. I had the
original letter in my possession for
some time, but have either lost or mis-
laid It What McCoy really wrote was
something like this:

T have been on the sick list as I ha5
a terrible time of it in England. Got
back broke and must get some money.
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Statement
Eevenge

Defeated

"BECK.
1 know that I haven't a ghost of a
chance against you as I'm all out f
shape, but I can stick few rounoa
and even the loser's end of Hie purse
would leoK good to roe," etc

Ryan Saw Easy Money,
In telling me about this fight, Ryan

stated that he had not been fighting
for some months and was out of shape
but he decided that if McCoy told the
truth and he had never before dis-
covered that he was other than truth-
ful he might as well pick up some
easy money at Maspeth and give Mc-
Coy a chance to make some. Ryan
believed that McCoy would be easy and
did not train for the fight "It was
the greatest lesson I ever learned tn
the ring," said Ryan. "Xever under-
estimate the other fellow's ability and
be ready to do your best at all times. '

Looked SIcK But Wasn't.
When the Ryan party reached New

York, McCoy appeared on the scone
with a fine "makeup." He really
looked the part of a sick man. But
when he apeared in the ring he was
anything but sick. Be gave Ryan the
licking of his life, all right, but Mc-
Coy wasn't man enough to take on
Ryan when the latter had a chance to
train McCoy tried to claim the mid-
dleweight title as a result of his vic-
tory, but was never given credit in thatrespect for he weighed 15 pounds at
the time and the xniddlewleght limit
was 15S. In fact, championship boatsa few years before had been held at
ISt pounds.

Could Have Told More.
When McCoy gave Floto tho story

of that Maspeth bout, he overlooked
a bet He could have told something
about the bout in Syracuse in 1897,
which Is down on the record books as
a five-roun- d draw or about tho bout
in Chicago on May 29. 1906. There
was something decidedly 'fishy" about
the Syracuse bout, which was stopped
oy ine ponce.

And then the articles of agreement
for the Chicago bout called for six
rounds with a provision that "if both
men are on their feet at the end of the
six rounds there shall be no decision."

ItefeTcc Ducked for Cover.
The referee of that Chicago bout

is dead now so there is no use of ring-
ing In his name, but if he were living
he might tell us an interesting story
of why he raised McCoy's glove at the
end of the sixth round and then had to
stand a wallop on the Jaw from Ryan,
who was decidedly on his feet, andwhy the fans raised such a rumpus
that the referee had to run for cover.
